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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Amendment 

1. The amendment filed on 02/01/10 has been made of record and entered. Claims 1 & 7-8 
have been amended. No amendment has been made to the specification. 
Claims 1-10 are currently pending in this application. 



Specification 

2. The instant specification is objected to because the headings are missing . See the 
following guidelines for appropriate corrections.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC S 112 (Second Paragraph) 
4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

A. Regarding claim 7, the claim is called for "a catalyst system", which is a product 
claim, however, there is no description of the catalyst system being claimed or defined in the 
claim. Thus, renders the claim vague and indefinite. 
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B. Claim 8 is called for "a process for preparing polyolefms", however, there is no 
process steps describing how to prepare it. For example, contacting ethylene or a monomer 
mixture with a catalyst system..., and possible process conditions too. Thus, the claim does not 
positively reciting the process steps of how to prepare the polyolefms. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC 8 102(b)/103 
5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United Stales. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over McDaniel et al., hereinafter referred to as "McDaniel 
'034", Pat. 4,301,034). 

McDaniel '034 discloses catalysts, which comprise a silica support and chromium and/or 
titanium (see col. 5 and col. 6). The catalysts disclosed can be used to polymerize at least one 
mono- 1 -olefin containing 2 to 8 carbon atoms per molecule, etc. including those being claimed 
(see col. 6, In 51-66). See also entire reference for further details. 
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Regarding claim 7, product-by-process limitations in the claim have been noted. While 
the product of the reference is not made by the same process, the product disclosed is the same as 
being claimed. It has been held that the patentability of the product and its method of production 
are separately determined. Thus, even though the process limitations in the claim are not 
disregarded, they have no bearing on the patentability of the claimed product per se. See In re 
Thorpe , 227 USPQ 964 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Brown . 173 USPQ 688, 688 (CCPA 1977); In re 
Fessman . 180 USPQ 324, 326 (CCPA 1977). See also MPEP 2113. 

Regarding claims 8-9, McDaniel '034 appears to teach the claimed process of preparing 
polyolefins using the same catalyst containing the same metal components as in the instantly 
claimed catalyst, thus anticipates the instant claim (see above). 

Response to Applicants" Arguments 

6. The remarks filed on 02/01/10 have been fully considered, but not deemed persuasive in 
view of the new ground of rejection(s) and/or objection(s) above. 

The arguments regarding the rejection made under a 103 over McDaniel '034 and Slaugh 
'999 are found persuasive, thus that rejection has been removed from the office action.

7. Claims 1-10 are pending. Claims 1-6 & 10 are allowed. Claims 7-9 are rejected.
